Toronto, Ont. 
June 23/83 



On Monday June 13th, 1983, the Metropolitan Toronto Police raided our house 
on Cambridge Ave. as part of the ongoing investigation into the bombing of 
the Litton Systems Plant outside the city last October. On one level, this 
is just one of a series of raids which have taken place in Toronto. Unfort- 
unately, there are many indications that this is a definite escalation of the 
harassment that has been directed against members of the left and activists 
within the peace. movement. 

First off, the raid was directly linked to the fact that the local support 
work for the Pive people; arrested in Vancouver and charged with the Litton 
bombing amongst many other charges has been essentially centered in our house. 
Kuch of the initiative has ^ome from some of the people living here; we are 
connected to them politically and personally. We have not tried to deny these 
links. We support them as friends. And we support them politically because we 
believe that it is imperative to support political people facing charges stem- 
ming from political activity virtually regardless of the charges involved. 

More distrubingly though, the raid also seems to be a direct attack against 
Bulldozer . (Por anyone not familiar with Bulldozer, it is a magazine written 
by and for political prisoners, with production and distribution being done 
by some of the people living here.) We were in the midst of production for 
issue #6which was shaping up to be the best issue yet. We were, and are, 
excited by this issue and it caught us at virtually the worse time possible. 
Seizure of the copy for the new issue was specified in the search warrant. 
The typeset galleys were taken along with the original articles. The mailing 
list was also seized. Production has been set back for a month and some ex- 
spenses will have to be duplicated. Xeroxes of the mailing list were returned 
to us and we are currently trying to get the typeset copy back as well. 

It was rather a mistake to have the mailing list in our possesion. Partially 
this was because the mailing list was in shambles and needed alot of work. 
It is rather difficult to work on material without possesing it. But more 
importantly, after months of precaution since the arrests of the Pive last 
January, we had become less" security conscious than we should have been. 
V/ithout direct experience in dealing with repression," mistakes will be made 
because knowledge of counter tactics remain on an intellectual rather than 
an emotional level. That is, precautions have not yet become second nature. 
There is also a problem in understanding the relationship between resistance 
and repression. It is imperative to clearly distinguish between the ego- 
orientated, over-flowing paranoia that comes from thinking that one is a 
threat to the state when actually one is of no consequence. And, the other 
extreme, the false sense of security that comes from thinking that the 
state will attack only when it has a "legal right to act." The hair splitting 
that has been introduced in the debate around the new security act that tries 
to separate "legitimate" and "illegitimate" dissent is entirely bogus. The 
state would have to gather an enormous amount of information to make such 
a decision on any particular group. 

The political offences listed on the warrant — and it is important to note 
that no charges have been laid along these lines are 1 . - Seditious Libel 
2. - Sabotage of Litton. These remain over our heads as potential charges. 
They could be laid at any time or held off indefinitely.

Needless to say, we had nothing to do with the Litton bombing. We were as 
surprised as anyone to see the headlines about that action in the morning 
paper of October fifteenth. What has separated us from many people is that 
we haven* t tried to put as much distance as possible between ourselves and 
that action. We are neither passifists or guerrillas. We recognise that armed 
struggle will be choosen as an option by elements of the resistance; that 
such militancy is not the result of some pathological or egotistical motives 
on behalf of the revolutionaries but is a reflection of the intransigence 
of the corporate state. The enemy which haa forced so many people to take up 
arms in Central America simply to protect themselves is the same enemy we 
faee. These are the people who used saturation bombing for four years against 
Viet Nam after they had realized that they could not win the war. This was 
vengence pure and simple. Yet here in the homeland we are expected to be 
content to dialogue with power and vote every four or five years. 

Immediately after the raid, we thought that the accusation of association, 
or possible association with the Litton bombing, was merely an excuse to 
come fishing. But as the situation has clarified, it has become more ap- 
parent that the Toronto police are very seriously looking for the "Toronto 
link." On one level, this is encouraging because it indicates that they have 
very little information on what actually did happen leading up to October 14. 
Their case against the Five accused is probably very weak. The danger lies 
in the strong temptation the local police must have to "solve the case" re- 
gardless of what evidence exists. The Police have been caught flat-footed 
recently. They have drawn blanks in virtually all of the major cases over 
the past year or so. These cases include the mysterious deaths of over twenty 
children at Sick Kids hospital; the sexual abuse and strangulation of nine 
year-old Morningstar Keenan last fall; the various brutal attacks and murders 
on women last summer. And the British Columbia police actually produced 
most of the leads that exist on Litton. It is hard to maintain the image of 
of being a prestigious police department when the statistics indicate quite 
the opposite. It is quite possible that someone in Toronto will be set up 
for the Litton rap. It could be us, it could be someone else. But one shouldn' 
be surprised if it happens. 

Having spent some time studying the "Seditious Libel" laws, we remain as 
confused as ever as to what such a charge would actually mean. Supposedly 
it is an advocation of the use of force to overthrow the government without 
proper authority. Now, that hardly clarifies anything at all. If we are guilty 
then we share that guilt with tens of thousands of other Canadians. The state 
will be hardpressed to come up with any written documentation where we have 
actually called for an armed uprising. This completely reduces and trivializes 
our politics. Besides, we try to avoid such pointless rhetoric. 

One can hardly expect the cops to understand the complexities of anti- 
authoritarian politics. The bureaucratic malaise within which they operate 
prevents even the few intelligent cops from understanding the difference 
betwec:. the armed overthrow of the government — which would accomplish very 
little — and the total social transformation of this society. The former is 
a specific series of acts controlled by a small cadre of leaders who seek 
to substitute themselves for the previous rulers. The latter is a complicated 
and lengthy process in which all social relations are challenged and trans- 
formed by the active participation and creativity of everyone 'continued over 



(see p. 6) 
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a very long period of tine. The political overthrow of the government would 
be a diversion from an authentic social revolution. 

7/hat is obvious is that the threat of such a charge as "Seditious Libel" 
is an attempt to stiffle debate and discussion. Bulldozer is a legal maga- 
zine yet its existence was severely compromised by the raid. Bulldozer is a 
forum of communication for the "disappeared" people in N.A., those people 
who have been buried by the state in the prisons. Increasingly Bulldozer 
was finding its community amongst the political prisoners, white, native 
and Black whom the state is trying to silence. As a collective we sought 
to use our media skills to give voice to those people who had directly 
challenged the power of the state. 

In this Brave New World that we find ourselves in, communication itself 
becomes suspect. Without having committed any crimes', we discovered that 
our most intimate as well as our most political conversations were monitered 
within our own home. We knew for quite a while this was a possibility but 
it is quite an intimidating and choking experience to concretely learn that 
little of our lives has been protected from the prying ears of the state 
over the past several months. To not to be able to speak freely in ones 
own home for fear of room bugs merely confirms the worst fears of the state; 
that there can be no compromise between our freedom and the state's existence. 

One direct result of the surveillance on us was the laying of four criminal 
charges on a woman who had no direct participation in the political activities 
for which the surveillance was supposedely legally justified. The charges 
are very serious; procurring an abortion, procurring instruments for an 
abortion and two theft charges. We protest these charges and are totally 
outraged by them. The person charged is innocent of any wrongdoing. 
At the tine the charge was laid it was used as leverage to try to gain 
information on the political activities of others. 



In spite of the tensions that have percurolated through all of us from the 
trauma of the raid and its aftermath, we are gaining strength and experience. 
We are prepared for whatever comes and we will fight on both the political 
and legal fronts. Financial support is needed to challenge the legitimacy 
of the search warrants, but especially for the abortion charges. Remember 
that this woman is suffering persecution because she choose to live with 
"enemies of the state." Hardly a heinous crime in itself. It is doubtful 
that many people could be under intensive surveillance for some months 
engagine in some behaviour or another that is deemed "criminal". 
Bulldozer #6 will come out. It will be late. It will be good. Ironically, 
we were having problems writing an introduction on "Resistance and Repression' 
But that problem has been solved. It should be noted that the last time a 
charge of "Seditious Libel" was laid was in 1950. So to even use it as a 
threat indicates the depth to which they are willing to stoop. We need 
political, moral and financial support. Money received, unless specified 
will be shared between the costs of bringing out Bulldozer, fighting the 
abortion charges and other support expenses.

STATEMENT OF THE ANARCHIST/LIBERTARIAN SOCIALIST 
ASSOCIATION - 

Anarchists believe not only that absence of go- 
vernment need not mean chaos and confusion, but 
that a society without government will actually 
be better than the society we live in now. 

Anarchism is the political elaboration of the 
psychological reaction against authority which 
appears in all human beings. Throughout history 
the practical tendency towards anarchy is seen 
among individuals and groups rebelling against 
those who rule them .The theoretical idea of anar- 
chy is also very old; the wish for a future so- 
ciety without government may be found in .the 
thought of countless religious and political 
writers and communities. But the application of 
anarchy to the present situation is more recent, 
and it is only in the anarchist movement of 
the past century that we find the demand for 
a society without government here and now. 

Other groups both left and right want to get 
rid of government in theory, either when the 
market is so free that it needs no more super- 
vision, or when people are so equal that they 
need no more re straint , but the measures they 
take seem to make government stronger .Anar - 
chists want to get rid of government in prac- 
tice .This does not mean that anarchists think 
all individuals are naturally good, or identi- 
cal, or perfectible, or any of that romantic 
nonsense.lt means ■ that anarchists think that 
people are sociable, and similar, and capable 
of living their own lives. 

Many people say that government is necessary 
because some people cannot be trusted to look 
after themselves, but anarchists say that govern- 
ment is harmful because no one can be trusted to 
look after anyone else. If all people are so bad 
that they need to be ruled by others, how can a- 
ny person be good enough to rule others? 

Anarchism demands at the same time freedom and 
equality. By equality we do not mean equality of 
intellect or appearance .We recognize that some in- 
equality exist j some people are more intelligent 
than others— this is a biological fact .However, 
this inequality must not be reflected in a diffe- 
rence of treatment. By equality we mean equality in 
social relations for everyone regardless of sex, skin 
colour, hair colour, intellect , and other accidents 

° f Anarchists believe in the abolition of the State , 
that hierarchy composed of the politicians, the mi- 
litary, and the police, because itis the perpetrator 
of the most fundamental in justice— the division of 
society into social classes. The liberation of hu- 
manity and the attainment of social equality is con. 
tingent upon the abolition of class rule of both 
the rich (USA) and of the party bureaucrats (USSR;. 

Material wealth is the product of the labor of 
humankind as a whole, and all the people have an e- 
Qual right to take part in continuing the labor 
and enjoying the product .That is why we are socia- 
lists. The goal of socialism in the last century was 
a classless societyjtoday anarchists are the propo- 
nents of. this, ©oble cause. 



We as anarchists do not reject organization. 
This is one of the stronges prejudices about 
anarchism, though it is the reverse of the truth. 
This prejudice relies on the prejudice about 
organization tpeople cannot see that organiza- 
tion does not depend on hierarchical authority, 
and that it works better without it .Just as it 
was once thought that society could not func- 
tion without a divinely appointed ruler, it is 
time for people to realize that we can do wir- 
thout rulers, wheter appointed by divine right 
or universal suffrage. 

Anarchists are not mad bomb-throwers — govern- 
ments have the bombs .Violence perpetrated on o- 
ther individuals is a complete negation of equa- 
lity in social relationships. 

As students, we have associated to disseminate 
these ideas and to be a nucleus for their dis- 
cussion.

"But with to much hums* suffering 
id the world, why worry about 
animals?" This b ih< objection perhaps 
mom often raised to ibt work or the 
animal ri|hu activist li is aa itnpor taat. 
perhaps misguided, criticism, for it it 
usually sincere, and to those unaware of 
Use bnkt between human and animal ex- 
ptottaiion. and Ignorant of the moral 
foundations of the animal rights move- 
ment, it may appear to be a telling objec- 
tion to participation in that movement. 

Pushed to us logical conclusion, ibis 
kne of thought leads to a cbatgc of 
moral hypocrisy or even immorality, as 
evidenced by the recent article "Saving 
Monkeys. Ignoring People" by William 
Raspberry in Use Washington Post 
(10/14/11). Speaking of Ike recent 
rescue operation of seventeen abused 
laboraioey monkeys by People for the 
Ethical Treat merit of Animals (PETA), 
Raspberry states: "...all ibis heroism 
on behalf of seventeen monkeys, when 
the situation for millions of human be- 
ings is desperate and growing worse 
strikes me as, well, inhuman." 

Unfonunaiely, what usually underlies 
this sort of criticism is nothing more nor 
leu than blatant nomoceotric prejudice, 
the morally repugnant assumption that 
human beings should always come first, 
not because their suffering it greater but 
simply became they ere human be init- 
io order 10 sec that this way of thinking 
is morally objectionable, we have merely 
to case our Initial question into US 
parallel racist form: "With so much suf- 
fering of white people in the world, why 
woiry about Blacks?" Most people 10- 
day recognise that race, sea. age. etc. arc 
not morally valid grounds for preferen- 
tial treatment. Few rccognuc ibis princi- 
ple with regard 10 species. Yet there tt no 
more justification for unnecessarily in- 
flicting pain on a monkey because he is 
not a human being than for inflicting 
pain on a Black man because he is not 
white. 

"Bui distinctions ol race, sea, and age 
exiu within our own ipcctes," someone 
may objeu, "therefore Ihe parallel bet- 
ween racism and specicsism is 
fallacious." The question, howevct. it 
whether the difference is relevant, and ii 
is so only if belonging 10 a different tace, 
species, etc results in suffeting less if 
treated differently With regard lo Ihe 
overwhelming majority of suffering in-

lesser animal suffering, la hit criticism 
of PfcTA, Raspberry unfairly contrasts 
Ihe suffering of seventeen monkeys with 
Ihe Iravcil of tmUiuru of human beings, 
thus suggesting thu the suffering of 
human beingi far outweighs Ihe suffer- 
ing of non-human animals. Nothing 
could be further from the truth. The 
answer lo the question raised above It, 
quite simply, that the pain and torment 
InfUcted on non-human animals far ex- 
ceeds, both ia quantity and Intensity, the 
suffering endured by human beings. 
Wink ihcie arc instances of human be- 
ings undergoing lortuict comparable lo 
those rafbeted on laboratory animals, 
for the Utter they are • daily occurrence. 
The same holds trim ia every other area 
of non human animal abate. The 
history of man's relation to sentient life 
oa earth la • continuous bloodbath, and 
it it worse now than ever before, truly, 
in Mans Ruetch't words, a "slaughter of 
Ihe innocent." It it the animal rights ac- 
tivist, more than aay other, who it work- 
ing for the relief of the greater suffering. 

There Is another reason for devoting 
one's energies lo animals r tuber than 
humans: unlike humans, they cannot de- 
fend themselves. Non-human animals 
arc. in Ihe fullest sense of Ihe word, 



Hided on non-human arsinxats. dif- 
ference of species has no relevance at all 
Thus Ihe parallel holds: treating an 
animal differently simply because si 
belongs 10 a different species is morally 
unjustifiable As Jeremy Benlham said 
one hundred years ago. "pain is pain no 
matter who suffers It." Our decisions at 
lo whose sufferings we should attempt 
to relieve should therefore be determin- 
ed by who suffers most, not by whai 
species the creature sn question happens 
to belong to 

The objection raised above against 
animal rights activists is not, however, 
always motivated solely by bomoceniric 
prejudice and spec iesi sea. It may reflect 
a genuine concern for moral priorities, a 
suspicion that greater suffering b being 
ignored for the sake of relieving lesser 
suffering. This concern it what lies 
beneath the stock charge that animal 
rights activists arc misanthropic animal 
lovers who care more for animals than 
for people. It should be noted that mere 
emotional preference for non human 
animals over human beings It not, in 
itself, adequate grounds for moral con- 
demnation unlets tail results ia 
preferential treatment of : on-human 
animals. It It undeniable thai tome peo- 
ple involved in the animal rights move- 
ment do care more about non-human 
animals than humans, and that some 
allow thu preference 10 prejudice their 
conduct. Such people arc guilty of aa la- 



la a deeper sense, however. Use sup- 
posed con Oki between concern for 
humans and concern for animals is 
spurious The rebel of animal suffering 
directly contributes lo the relief of Ihe 
most fundamental forms of human suf- 
feting: animal liberation u human 
liberation, la virtually every case animal 
abuse perpetuates and supports a system 
winch eipknii human beings. Perhaps 
Ihe most conspicuous example of this it 
factory farming. The factory farming in 
dustry is a moral outrage from Ihe stand- 
point of human welfare. Due largely lo 
the methods employed la factory farms, 
meat presents a serious herald lo human 
health When we cat meal we cat ami- 
biotKs, pesticides, and a host of touc 
and carcinogenic chemical! In spile of 
this, the USUA. acting as Ihe lackey of 
the multinational corporations which 
owa the factory farms, continues 10 
disseminate lies about Ihe nutritional 
acccstiiy of meat la the dint. 

Factory farming It alto a major con- 
tributor to the destruction of Ihe en- 
vuonmcnt. It it, ia truth, nothing lest 
than aa ecological disaster. Energy and 
resource consumption it staggering. One 
average chicken slaughterhouse, for ea- 
ample, uses 100 millioa gallons of water 
ia a single day. Factory farming 
generates massive amounts of animal 
wastes which cannot be properly dispos- 
ed of and arc polluting our atmosphere 
and water supplies. Production of beef 
cattle results in ovcrgraiing of land, cul- 
ling back of limber land, and acconipa 
nytng erosion. Wildlife also suffers in 



verted form of speciestsm: they treat 
human beings dif feiently simply because 
Ihey belong lo Ihe same species 

The history of the humane movement, 
however, clearly belies the claim Hut 
animal rights advocates are typically 
misanthropes who are unconcerned 
about human woes The very people ia 
the forefront of ihe humane movement 
in England during ihe late 19th century 
were also actively campaigning against 
child abuse, for women's rights, and for 
penal reform. The same is iruc today. 
During ihe May 3rd demonstration in 
Washington against cxptouaiive U.S. 
policy ia El Salvador, sit major animal 
rights groups actively participated The 
vanguard of Ihe animal rights movement 
today it composed of activists who ia the 
past participated ia ihe civil rights movc- 
atcstl. the anti-war protest, and the 
feminist movement. 

Still. I here is oury so much lime 
available for political activism, and 
I nose who arc deeply committed to the « 
animal rights movement necessarily 
devote the greater poilion of their time 
lo Ihe effort lo relieve non-human 
animal suffering Assuming the correct- 
ness of ihe moral principle that one 
should attempt to relieve the greater suf- 
fering, irrespective of species, how can 
Ihe animal rights activist defend himself 
against the charge that he ignores greater 
human suffering for the sake of relieving

... I want to talk about 3 fundamental prin- 
ciples of anarchismet individual liberty, 
the struggle against all that hampers it 
and the actions in their social context.. To 
me, only anarchism is able to formulate a 
critique that is total, from an Utopian view- 
point, the most -ften based on intuition.... 
It is not necessary to have read books on 
anarchism in order to be one .. .Anarchism re- 
fers to life itself, to its aspects that are 
practical and emotional. Finally, the revolt 
must be done in a judiscious manner and 
must no come from an over-reaction due to 
frustrations ... 

We often talk about autonomes against a- 
narchisme. . .These folks criticize anarks 
for their theory is never put into actions. 
It seems to them, the autonomes, in a never- 
never land and the anarchists decry th ese 
hoologans who use spontaneous violence (like 
throwing bricks at cops..). I say that anar- 
chism is so intertwined to the individual 
that is autonomous that everyone has a 
right to his own anarchism. I think that we 
must interpret anarchism from a complement 
tarity of 3 elements! the individual that is 
looking for his autonomy, the opposition a- 
gainst oppression and the analysis of the 
social context.... 

Anarchism thus signifies for me a total 
critique, form an Utopian point, based fre- 
quently on intuition. . .In the past,anar 
chists have often been interested in the so- 
cial structures of a society .Anarchism in 
Greek means 'without government' .We must 
consider all the social contexts, those that 
affects the experience of the individual ( 
friends, family. . .) and the real events ( 
f actories, villages, towns. .) .It is quite pos- 
sible that a struggle in a certain social 
context creates a lack of liberty in ano- 
ther., like fight for jobs in an armement 
factory which arms will serve to kill re- 
volutionaries elsewhere like in El Salva- 
dor. . . . 

A society based on the oppression of in- 
dividuals leads: to extraordinary results 
t even in the zoos ,the sexuality amongst 
animals is much more aggressive than in na- 
ture . . .where animals are free ... 

The Utopian phenomena is very particular 
in the anarchist analysis. . .the anarchist 
is a dreamer that is potentially capable 
of radicalising all claims or actions to 
come... If we want to realize Utopian things 
,we must take at the starting point the 
daily things that affects people in their 
lives... For me, my intuition is my radar 
and my main dec i son -maker beyond all intel- 
lectual analysis... ^ 

Anarchism in the capitalism context is sy- 
nonymous with revolt i in discussing revolt, 
violence is one of its limit, for the means 
taken will be criminalised by the bourgeois 
press that will thus reveal its true facet. 
We can take for example antifascism. .1 have 
observed that what makes advance our anti- 
fascism is that it must be grafted on a glo- 
bal antifascist culture for it to be compre- 
hensible to the people and not just a simpJC 
dispute between rightist and leftist sectsi 



This liaison between a ipolitical negativis- 
tic stand and a positivistic one is best . 
underlined by, for example the ecologist 
movement in the Flanders with Agalev.This 
anti-fascist culture must contain elements 
of ant i -sexism, of peace ,anti -capitalism, etc 
and its practices like coops etc... anti- 
fascism is more than haphazard violence... 

An action must analysed to its maximum c 
each time the social context... we must not 
loo se one's head, we must explain clearly 
and make popular our viewpoint s....and our 
actions taken.. we m* o seek to create a mo- 
vement and not do our own things for the sa- 
ke of it like graffittis. . . 

Anarchism is also the creation of a 
greater individual liberty in our own live. 
We take a masochist attitude in order to 
intervene into the lives of others. .. (the 
mother who is nursering her »child but is 
incapable of feeling emotional empathy with 
him. ..).. .Life fold up in a small group 
has no meanings. . .like back to the nature 

1800-style. . .where one must toil 18 hours 
a day in order just to survive .We must be 
able to utilise the existing technology to 
make things easier for us... be sides the wor- 
kers have understood it for they are 

for ever seeking a diminishing of work 
hours. . . 

.... Talk about anarchism can be firstly a 
rapport with the emotional and practical as- 
pe c t s of Hfe« t . ._.
